Saturday afternoon in the basement j 
at the home owned by his mother, 
Mrs. Amanda Ginter, 920 South Massa­ 
chusetts avenue. 


Neighbors had a short time previous 
notified the City Lig ht and Traction 
company that gas was escaping from 
the residence, which had not been oc­ 
cupied during the w inter months by 
Mrs. Ginter, who w'as residing during 
the cold weather at La Moore hotel. 
Sam uel 
and 
Charles 
Henderson 
were detailed to find the source of the 
escaping gas, and tracing it to the 
basement at the G inter home, gained 
entrance by forcing open an outside 
door leading to the basement. 
When 
they 
entered 
the fumes of the gas 
were a most stifling. 
No sooner had 
they gained admission than they im­ 
mediately stumbled over the body of 
Mr. Ginter. 
They at 
once 
notified 
the 
gas 
company’s 
office, 
and 
Dr. 
K. 
It. 
Barnum 
and 
Secretary Edward C. 
Pfenning made a rapid run in an au­ 
tomobile to the s^ene with a pulmotor. 
It was readily found that this method 
of restoration was futile, as Mr. Gin­ 
ter had been dead for a long while 
before the discovery of his body. 
Several theories are given as to the 
possible cause of the death, and last 
night none were so pronounced as to 
be absolutely 
certain, 
the 
circum ­ 
stances being extremely m ystifying. 
Bruises on the head and a lacera­ 
tion above the right eye caused some 
to advance the belief that the dead 
man met with foul play and was mur­ 
dered and robbed, while others be­ 
lieve asphyxiation from escaping gas 
fumes caused him to be overcome and 
that the bruises and laceration were 
due to his falling and 
striking 
his 
head on the corner of a box in the 
basement where the body lay. 
No sooner had Dr. Barnum and Mr. 
Pfenning arrived and found that life 
had been extinct for some time than 
Coroner D. P. Dyer was notified and 
made a trip there to learn what he 
could of the circumstances. 
The re­ 
mains w'ere ordered removed to the 
M cLaughlin undertaking parlors, and 
Constable W . W . Bolton was instruct­ 
ed to summon a jury. 
An inquest was 
called fbr 9f30 o’clock Monday morn­ 
ing 
at 
the court house. 
The men 
composing the jury, A. M. Hampton, 
Frank’ S. Fox, F. E. Brereton, John A. 
Collins', Sr., Clyde Barker and J.- R. 
M cAllister, viewed the remains Satur­ 
day evening and Coroner Dyer intends 
to conduct an autopsy Sunday to as­ 
certain to what cause death is to be 
attributed. 
Mr. Cinter is known to have had a 
weak heart and by many heart failure 
is thought to have attacked him sud­ 
denly while in the basement, suppos­ 
edly trying to check the flow from a 
gas leak. 


A pair of pliers were in his right 
hand when found and w ith these he 
may have been working in an effort 
to check the flow' of escaping gas.

There are very few of the taxpayers 


of the city of Sedalia that have any 


idea how much of their money goes 


for, say, salaries. 
W ell, the figures 
are interesting.

ceives $1,500, the collector $1,200, with 
an assistant for three months, $225, 
and a commission of 4 per cent on 
all delinquent taxes paid after March 
1st of each year. 
The treasurer gets 
$200 a year and the assessor $600; 
city attorney, $400; 
city 
counselor, 
$900; weighmaster, $600; street com­ 
missioner, 
$900; 
sanitary 
officer, 
$780; police judge, $600; city engineer, 
$1,500, one assistant, $900. 
The city pays the comfortable sum 
of $2,604 for sweeping and removing 
the sweepings front 
the 
downtown 
streets, but in addition most of our 
business men pay for sprinkling and 
moving trash— various 
sums, 
aggre­ 
gating no one knows how much ex­ 
cept Barney Bellm an, the contractor. 
Tw o hundred and twenty-five dollars 
is paid for the removal of dead ani­ 
mals; $5,538.15 is paid toward the city 
hospital and other charities, the coun­ 
ty bearing one-half of the hospital ex­ 
penses, which for the past year fig­ 
ures $2,364.97. 
The m ayor and coun­ 
cilmen get $2,200. 
Much has been said 
and 
written 
about the excess cost of the commis­ 
sion 
form 
over 
our 
present 
plan, 
which excess aggregates $2,600. 
The 
Democrat believes that with the do­ 
nations that are being given by our 
business men for sprinkling and re­ 
fuse collecting and the $2,604 paid for 
street sweeping and cleaning, the en­

Ingalls, Okla.—Tom Jones came back 
to this little town the other day and 
saw a lot of ghosts. 
He was a mem­ 
ber of the Dalton gang in the old days, 
and took part in the tight here be­ 
tween 17 deputy United States mar­ 
shals and six outlaws. 
Tom Jones, known as Arkansas Kid, 
is the only survivor of the bandits in 
that battle. He served more than sev­ 
enteen years in the penitentiary for 
his part of it. 
He was scarcely twen­ 
ty years of age when he was captured. 
Because of the high standing of his 
family and the fact that he had been 
an outlaw only a short time he was 
finally pardoned. 
He became deeply 
religious while in prison and has lived 
an exemplary life since his release. 
Who:, 
the 
Cherokee 
Strip 
was 
opened to settlement in 1893 the in­ 
land town of Ingalls, in eastern Payne 
county, had hopes of becoming a city. 
The outlaw gang headed by Bill Doo­ 
lin and Bill Dalton passed much ot 
their time at Ingalls. 
Place Is Now Deserted. 
They had been cowboys on ranches 
in that part of Oklahoma long before 
the country was opened to settlement. 
Many of their old-time friends lived in 
Ingalls and in the surrounding coun­ 
try. 
In their home communities the 
outlaws paid for all they got, respect­ 
ed social amenities, suppressed disor­ 
der, helped the poor and the sick, and 
in most instances were true to their 
friends. 
They let it be known, how­ 
ever, that any attempt at their betray­ 
al would be punished by death. 
Tom Jones shivered when he looked 
over the deserted townsite of Ingalls. 
Even the hotel from which he directed 
his Winchester fire upon the officers 
was gone—moved to Stillwater, where 
it is now occupied as a residence.

TESTS OF MILK PRODUCTION 


Cost of Feed Must Be Considered in 
Determining Value of Cow— Fat 
Content Is Factor. 


You cannot tell by the test alone 
the value of a cow. 
It depends as 
much on the amount of milk she gives 
as on the teat of the milk. A cow that 
gives 10,000 pounds of three per cent 
milk produces 300 pounds of butterfat 
and a cow* that produces 6,000 pounds 
of five per cent milk gives no more; 
one will produce as many pounds cf 
butter in a year as the other, and in­ 
asmuch as the fat content cf milk is a 
fair indication of the other milk solids 
present then the 10,000 pounds of 
three per cent milk is worth more 
for food than the 6,000 of five per cent 
milk. Therefore one cow is as valuable 
as the other from a business stand­ 
point, provided it did not cost any 
more to keep one cow than another. 
This third factor must therefore be 
considered in determining the value 
of any cow—the cost of production. 


SILAGE REDUCES FEED COST 


Kansas Station Conducts Test on Pro 
duction of Butterfat During Sum ­ 
mer and Winter. 


Cat’s Blue Eyes Shine Red in Dark. 
As showing how widely the perma­ 
nently blue eyes of cats differ from 
other eyes, it is noted that imme- 
liately the eyes of white cats that arc 
to have permanently blue eyes open 
they shine bright red in the dark, and 
neither the ephemeral kitten blue nor 
any other colored eyes do this. 


An experiment conducted at the 
Kansas experiment station shows that 
silage reduces the cost cf producing 
butterfat from 30 cents to 21 cents. 
The herds In this case were of suffi­ 
cient size to give reliable data and 
eliminate the difference that might oc­ 
cur between two cows. 
The lot which were fed silage gave 
seven pounds more milk in the sum 
mer and 95.5 more in winter pei 
month than the herd which were fed 
dry feed. 
The butterfat was also in 
creased by .46 in summer and 4.C in 
winter. 
The difference in the cost o. 
feed was even greater. 
The silage-fed cows saved 60 cenU 
per month in the cost of feed.

their plunging horses to fire more de 
literately at the deputy

smoke was curling in the streets in 
Ingalls. 
The outlaws were escaping, 
leaving Jones surrounded ?n the hotel. 
Taken by Surprise. 
Doolin, Dalton and their four com­ 
panions had been in Ingalls nearly a 
month when the fight took place. On 
the day of the fight they were prepar­ 
ing to ride to the Cherokee country 
and get a large sum of money that had 
been brought from Washington for a 
tribal payment. Shrewd as they were, 
they were surprised by the deputy 
marshals who went from Guthrie and 
Stillwater to capture them. 
As the toll of the dead and injured 
was taken after the escape of five of 
the outlaws, it became apparent that 
some person friendly to the outlaws 
had been shooting from an unknown 
point of vantage. A woman whispered 
to the officers that she had seen puffs 
of smoke coming from the roof of the 
Pierce hotel. 
Standing on a table Tom Jones had 
punched a hole in the shingle with 
his Winchester. The hotel was north­ 
east of the deputies in the streets. 
Jones had free range. His friends still 
deny that he killed any of the officers, 
and this, with his youth, was offered 
in his behalf at his trial. 
He was tried and sentenced to 50 
years in the penitentiary. 
With the 
exception of Emmett Dalton, Jones to 
day is the only survivor of the Doolin-

Important to Have Flavor Pleasing to 
Senses of Smell and Taste—Put 
in Neat Package. 


COMPARE BEEF BREEDS THEY GAVE A COLONIAL PARTY 


In order to recure the best price for 
butter it must have a flavor which is 
bo pleasant to the sense of smell and 
so sweet to the taste that it will cre­ 
ate a desire for more. 
The texture, 
grain and closeness should be waxy 
and firm, and not salvy, greasy or 
crumbly. 
It should be close in body, 
not spongy, and contain not too much, 
nor too little, moisture. 
The color should bo uniform and ac­ 
cording to the requirements of the 
market. 
Salting according to the de­ 
mand of the market for which the but­ 
ter is intended is an important fea­ 
ture. 
Too much salt destroys 
the 
sweet taste, and too little salt makes 
the butter insipid and tasteless. 
The package iii which the butter is 
marketed demands careful considera­ 
tion. 
The appearence of the package 
when the butter goes to market is one 
of the things that helps to sell that 
butter. The package ought to be neat, 
clean and attractive. 
The one-pound 
brick print is the style most used and 
is superior to the plan of putting the 
butter up in rolls or otherwise, for 
it can be handled at less cost and witr 
less waste. 
The butter, of course, should be 
wrapped in parchment or butter pa 
per, which should be of good quality 
of proper size and dipped in cold wa 
tor before being used 
It pays well to 
have some special brand printed on 
the wrapper iii fancy letters with the 
name of the maker or the name of the 
farm. 
The prints ought to weigh not 
less than 1G^ ounces each, the extra 
weight being for 
shrinkage 
before 
reaching the consumer. 
The time of 
marketing depends on local conditions.

As ail average of experiments by 
four different stations, Hereford steers 
made an average daily gain at the 
age of two years and eight months of 
1.54 pounds; Shorthorn steers in five 
experiments, at an age of two years

of 1.53 pounds, and Galloway steers in 
three different experiments made an 
average daily gain from birth to an 
age of two years and seven months of 
1.62 pounds.

Temporary 
Expedients 
for 
Making 
Them Passable— Should Be Em­ 
ployed Only in Emergencies. 


(Prom Weekly N ew s L etter, U nited States 
D ep artm en t of A griculture.) 
Tem porary repairs to roads are, or 
at least should be, confined to em er­ 
gency m easures. 
In proportion to the 
results obtained, tem porary work is al­ 
ways expensive and is never justified 
by ordinary conditions. 
Unusual con­ 
ditions, however, often occur to plague 
th e road man. 
For example, the clos­ 
ing of a main highway to traffic be­ 
cause of construction, repair or w ash­ 
outs may suddenly throw’ a heavy tra f­ 
fic for a short tim e on a little-used and 
probably unimproved byway. 
Clearly, 
in such a case tem porary expedients 
are legitimate. 
Tho most common troubles m et with 
in a case of this kind are mudholes 
and ruts if th e soil is heavy, and dust 
and loose sand if the soil is light or 
sandy. 
On a clay or gumbo road mudholes 
usually cause the most trouble. 
As 
w ater is absolutely necessary for the 
existence of a mudhole, any treatm ent, 
w hether tem porary or perm anent in 
character, m ust provide for getting rid 
of the water. 
The first step is, there­ 
fore, to dig a trench to the side and 
allow the w ater and mud to drain. 
If 
necessary, 
open 
up 
also the 
side 
ditches. 
Furtherm ore, remove all of 
the soft mud left in the mudhole. The 
bottom of the trench should be filled 
with broken stone or coarse gravel so 
as to provide a drain to prevent any 
further accumulation of water. Gravel 
is the best m aterial for filling the old 
mudhole. 
If gravel is not available, 
use the best earth at hand, tam ping it 
dowrn in three or four-inch layers. 
If 
possible, spread a little gravel or sand 
over the new fill, which should be 
made slightly higher than the adjoin­ 
ing road surface.

during w et weather. 
On sandy roads 
anything that will prevent the free 
movement of the sand particles will 
be of value. 
As long as the road is 
damp, the surface tension of the capil­ 
lary w ater acts as a binder and holds 
the separate grains of sand in place. 
All efforts should, therefore, be direct­ 
ed toward preventing the sandy places 
from drying out, or to adding some 
binder. The addition of clay furnishes 
a positive binder and is really the best 
and m ost perm anent treatment. 
The 
addition of any fibrous material such 
as straw’, spent tan bark, sage brush 
or pine needles is of value and, when 
spread on th e road and covered with 
a thin coat of sand or allowed to w’ork 
into the surface, will make an almost 
impassable sand road fairly good for a 
time. But the best way to treat a bad 
place, w hether on a clay or a sand 
road, is to treat it before it gets bad. 
Immediate attention to small injuries 
will prevent later prolonged attention 
and extensive repairs to serious dam­ 
ages.

Farmers Must Use Milk Scales, Tester 
and Record Book— Keep Account 
With Each Cow. 


In order to put dairying upon a busi­ 
ness basis every farmer needs to uso 
the milk scales, the tester and the rec­ 
ord book. Farmers must come to this 
proposition and do a little simple book­ 
keeping to know where they are. 
Every successful business man has a 
ledger to guide him in his transac­ 
tions. 
Every dairyman needs to enter a 
separate account with each of his cows 
so that he may have an indicator to 
tell him at the end of the year just 
how much feed each has consumed, 
the amount of milk produced and the 
percentage it tests. 
Too many farmers of this country 
are still keeping scrub cows, feeding 
and milking them twice each day, 
fourteen times each week and sixty 
tim es each month. 


Place for the Fall Calf. 
A clean, well-bedded

In Quality Mistaken. 


The belief that a bright yellow color 
In milk means richness in quality is 
not true. 
Experim ents conducted at 
the college of agriculture of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri show th at the 
change from the white cream and but­ 
ter in w inter to yellow cream and but­ 
ter In spring and sum m er does not in­ 
dicate an increased fat percentage. 
The very highest colored milk that a 
cow can give may have the lowest fat 
percentage. Such a condition is found 
In the so-called colostrum milk, the 
first milk th at a cow gives after giv­ 
ing birth to a calf. 
The explanation of the wide differ­ 
ence between the results of the ex­ 
perim ents and the popular belief in 
regard to the relation of color to rich­ 
ness lies in the cause of the natural 
yellow color of cream and butter. 
It 
was found th at cows w'ere not able to 
produce the yellow coloring m atter for 
their cream and butter. The coloring 
m atter must be derived from the feed. 
The yellow coloring m atter of milk 
was found to be identical with a yel­ 
low' coloring m atter th at is widely dis­ 
tributed in plants and fresh grass. 
This coloring m atter is called carotin. 
It takes its name from the carrot, 
w'here it is very abundant, and w'here 
it was first discovered by scientists 
more than one hundred years ago. 
The difference in the color of cream 
and butter in w inter and spring was 
found to be due to the fact that the 
winter feeds contain little or no caro­ 
tin. 
No m arked increase in the fat 
percentage accompanies the increase 
in color when foods rich in carotin are 
fed. 
It has been shown that the aver­ 
age cow gives a higher per cent of 
fat in its milk during the winter than 
in the spring and summer.

How It Works In 
, III. 


The following letter from Gilbert Winter, of Springfield, 111., in response to an inquiry sent him, tells 
som ething of how the com m ission form of government has worked and is working in the capital city of Illi­ 
nois. 
Mr. W inter is a leading union labor man in his home city, is a member of the Pressmen's Fnion, and 
for seventeen years was secretary-treasurer of the Allied Printing Trades Council of Springfield. This year he 
has been selected as a delegate to the International Printing Pressm en’s Union convention, and in the past 
has represented labor in various w ays, delegate to Hie Federation of Labor, etc. 
He has been active in poli­ 
tics also, precinct com m itteem an, w'ard com m itteem an, and for three years was secretary of the city repub­ 
lican central com m ittee and delegate to party conventions. A - 
says, 
“So you see I know som ething about 
politics. 
I have seen all m ethods tried out.” 


Het,e is w’hat. Mr. W inter says about the com m ission m m t: 
In answ er to inquiry regarding the Commission Form of Government, I will say that I wras for the 
commissibn form at the tim e of its adoption som e five years ago and I am still a champion for it. Springfield 
has made some very marked im provem ents under the new' system. The police, fire and other departments 
are under civil service, which gives good faithful men in all departments of service. 
And these men are 
mostly union men that are holding these positions. 
Most of the salaries are around $75 to $80 a month. 
Some more. 
The union men in Springfield are not kicking against the system . 
The commissioners have 
in part operation a municipal lighting plant, which, when in full operation, expects to furnish light to pri­ 
vate consumers as w ell as city lighting, at a big reduction in cost. 
We have a water rate wiiieh gives most 
of the homes what they need at about $4 a year. 
We have purchased a new auto fire engine, auto for the 
fire chief, auto fire truck for hose, and many other things of this kind. 


The most important thing, I believe, in city government is the selection of good officials. 
Under the 
old aldermanic government it was a hard matter to get good men elected and some w'ards were unable to 
send the right kind of men to the council to represent them. 
Under the com m ission form a better class of 
men are candidates for com m issioner. 
By 
the 
entire 
city 
voting on the selection of candidates it deprives the w'orst elem ent from elect­ 
ing a corrupt alderman or com m issioner. 
When w'e voted by wards w'e w'ould get about half good men and 
the others bad. 
But under the com m ission form wre have a better grade of officials. 
And then again ti# 
board is non-partisan. 
The com m issioners each have a department of the city government to take care of 
and is responsible for its m anagem ent. 
He will generally see that it is run right, as it add** to his credit 
and probable re-election. 
Our m ajor receives $5,000 per year and the com m issioners $4,000 per year. 


It is much easier to get good m easures passed under the com m ission form than the aldermanic form, 
as there are not so many men to handle and graft is not so easy. 
We had a long list of candidates for 
com m issioners and w'e chose men particularly fitted to oversee the.w ork of the different departments into 
which the city government is divided. 
At the time of the adoption of the com m ission form of government 
In Springfield politics had gotten so rotten that the better class of voters thought it better to throw out the 
old system and put in som ething better. 
Our elections are run as near on the square now as it could be 
expected, after so much corruption. 
The commissioners are now' trying to force the public utilities to give 
us 80-cent gas instead of $1, as at present. 
I believe our city finances are better handled and used to better 
purpose than under the old system of aldermen. 
The efficiency of all departm ents of the city w'ork is good compared to w*hat it used to be. 
Padding of 
pay rolls is alm ost an im possibility when you have a good com m ission elected. 
Pick men who are quali­ 
fied to fill the position to w'hich he aspires, regardless of what part of the city he com es from. 
Let m e say in closing that as a union man, no union man need be afraid to vote in favor of adopting 
the com m ission form of governm ent for your city. 
Springfield is a very strong union city and oragnized 
labor has not been injured in the least by the election of com m issioners instead 
of 
aldermen. 
We 
are 
taken care of in the various parts of the city just as good, if not better.

window' ledge by the wind. By means 
of this holder, recently patented by 
a Palouse (Wash.) man, the milk bot­ 
tle is securely held in place. A metal­ 
lic plate is securely hinged onto the 
upper end of the holder to cover the 
cap and hold it securely in place. This. 
besides keeping the dog or cats from 
clawing the cap out to get to the milk, 
prevents dirt from settling on the cap 
to cause annoyance and keeping it from 
falling into the bottle and its contents 
w’hen opened. 
A continuous piece of 
wire is used in making the main por­ 
tion of the holder. 
This wire is so 
welded together smoothly that there 
are no rough edges to catch and tear 
the hand or clothing 
The wire makes 
a loop beneath the bottom of the bot­ 
tle so that it may act as a sort of 
cushion to prevent breaking in case 
of being set dowrn hard.

St. Louis Mo., Feb. 19.—Petitions 
for an initiative election on a propo­ 
sition to levy an annual tax of one- 
fifth of a mill for the maintenance of 
a zoological garden are being circulat­ 
ed in St. Louis by the Zoological so­ 
ciety. 


Such a tax, it is estimated, would 
yield an annual revenue of $120,000, 
and this sum would be sufficient, it 
is urged, to maintain one of the largest 
“zoos” in toe United States. 
The last legislature authorized the 
city to levy such ti tax, and to get the 
proposition on the November ballot it 
is necessary 
secure only 1,000 sig­ 
natures to the petition. 
The tax can 
be levied by a majority vote. 
The city now maintains a “zoo” in 
Forest park, but it is the plan of the 
members of the Zoological society to 
secure enough revenue to permit a 
great enlargement. 
The society has 
considered 
the 
establishment of a 
“cageless zoo.” 
Under tills plan the 
lions, tigers and other animals of the 
cat family would roam at will and 
would be kept away from spectators 
solely by deep 
ravines 
filled 
with 
water. 
Such a “zo” exists in Ham­ 
burg, and the animals of the cat fam­ 
ily are so afraid of water that they 
will not cross the ravines.

A Short Catechism on the 
Commission Form of Government 
Q. 
What is the Commission Form cf Government? 
A. 
It is a form of government by which the legislative and ad* 
t 
niinistrative powers are placed in the hands of a few men. 
Q. 
What is meant by legislative and administrative powers? 
A. 
Under our 1 resent system, the council, with the approval 
of the mayo- legislate or make the laws, but other officers/chos­ 
en by the people, just as the council and mayor are, administer or 
enforce the laws; thus the mayor and the council have Utile or no 
authority to execute theii own mandates. 
Under the 
commission 
form, the commissioners make the laws and enforce 
them 
and 
are directly accountable to the people through the recall. 
Q. 
How many commissioners would Sedalia have, 
and 
how’ 
chosen** 
A. 
A mayor and three commissioners. 
The mayor is a com­ 
missioner and the four are chosen just as the directors of any oth­ 
er corporation, by an election. 
Q. 
Is Sedalia a corporation? 
\ 
A. 
Yes. 
And the biggest one in our midst; and 
every 
tax- 
^ 
payer is a stockholder and has to share the odium or benefits, as 
the case may be, of a poorly governed city, or one that has a mod­ 
ern form of a municipal government. 
Q. 
Briefly tell some of the advantages of 
the 
commission 
form. 
1 
A. 
First—It places the responsibility for the proper conduct 
H 
of affairs of the city on the four commissioners, who divide 
the 
work into four departments, each assuming a department and there 
is no escaping his duty by any commissioner, for the people have 
the recall power, which they can use at any time. 
I 
Second—AU of the meetings 
are held in the day time, and 
whenever they are not executive and anyone is admitted, the entire 
public can attend. 
Third—There is little clanger of a clash in authority, 
as 
the 
r* 
commissioners are charged with the enforcement of the laws that 
they enact. 
* 
Fourth—The taxpayers, under the ward system, vote for only, 
one-fourth of the councilmen, and yet the other three-fourths of the 
council that they did not vote for enact laws that effect them just , 
the same as the one-fourth that they voted for. 
Under the com­ 
mission form, the electors vote for all of the commissioners; in­ 
creasing their voice in municipal affairs four-hundred per cent. 
Fifth—There is no opportunity for w’ard combinations by which 
one ward will be benefitted to the detriment of the city, as a wrhole. 
Sixth—The people have a voice in nominating as 
wrell 
as 
electing the candidates. 
There are no ward meetings, no court 
house conventions, no combinations, no big expense on the candi­ 
dates. 
Seventh—It reserves to the people greater 
powrer 
respecting 
corporation franchises. 
Franchises are given only by a vote of 
the people. 
Eighth—It reserves to the people a voice in city affairs by 
providing the initiative, referendum and recall. 
Q. 
Wrhat is meant by the initiative, referendum, and recall? 
A. 
By initiative is meant the privilege that the voters have 
to begin certain legislation, that in their opinion is 
needed, 
and 
which the commissioners refuse to enact. 
By 
the 
referendum 
is 
meant the referring to the voters 
through an election any important question in 
civil 
government, 
upon which the commissioners and the voters cannot agree. 
By the recall is meant the removal from office of an unsatis­ 
factory commissioner by voting another one in his place. 
This is 
done on a petition of the voters to the mayor, w’ho is obliged to 
call the election. 
Q. 
Are any of these three measures frequently resorted to? 
A. 
No, they have failed so much oftener than they have suc­ 
ceeded that to avoid the expense of these special 
elections, 
the 
voters refuse to sign the necessary petitions to have 
the 
election 
called. 
Q. 
What happens then if a had man is 
elected 
a commis­ 
sioner? 
A. 
He is practically powerless with three good men on the 
board with him. 
Even three bad men could not accomplish much 
with one firmly determined, honest man sitting with them, for the 
one could appeal to the people and the unruly officials 
could 
be 
recalled. 
Q. 
How’ are the elections con<lucted? 
A. 
The primary or nominating election occurs ten days be­ 
fore the regular election. 
A man who desires to become mayor or 
commissioner must so declare and file with the city 
clerk 
his 
declaration and a petition signed by twenty-five 
tax-payers 
that 
his name be placed on the ballot. 
These tw’enty-five names must 
be vouched for by at least one other person in good standing. 
Q. 
How* many candidates may there be? 
A. 
Any number may go into the primary, but at the regular 
election, ten days later, the city clerk places the names of the two 
highest for mayor and the six highest for commissioners, and thus 
one mayor and three councilmen are chosen. 
Q. 
Are the commissioners the only offiicials that city has? 
A. 
No, but they are the orly ones that are elected. 
The com­ 
missioners appoint such other officers as the needs of the city de­ 
mand, fixing their salaries and outlining their duties. 
Q. 
Are the appointive officers subject to the recall? 
A. 
No, but they may be dismissed by the commissioners at 
any time.

How many appointive officers would Sedalia have uafler 
the commission form? 
A. 
Hutchinson, Kansas, has tw'entv-thousand 
people, 
about. • 
the same size as Sedalia, and I tie

a share of the w'ork themselves, to get along nicely with a collec­

Then the issue at the approaching election, F£bihlary 23, 
i« not so much w*hat has been accomplished by the cities with the 
commission form, but is the present way of doing things in Se­ 
dalia best for the taxpayers, small or great? 
A. 
That’s the issue exactly; but one should w’eigh fairly the 
evidence from the various towrns that is now being- given to the 
public through the press of the city. Then study the law carefully 
and of February 23 render your verdict at the polls, according to 
the law and the evidence.

Mrs. Heelan and her friend, Mrs. Joe 
Layport, went to Arabia on business, 
Cryderman driving the carriage, and 
the Helan family dog trotting along 
under it. 
Cryderman was "ugly” that day, 
storekeepers in Arabia say. 
Finally 
he quarrelled with Mrs. Heelan to 
return to the ranch house by himself. 
He did so, the little black dog going 
along. 
He tried to make the animal 
return to Arabia, but failed. 
Some time after Cryderman reached 
the ranch Mrs. Heelan and Mrs. Lay­ 
port returned. 
Cryderman demanded 
his supper at once, but, as he says 
in a confession, Mrs. Heelan would 
not give it to him. 
Shot Woman at Prayer. 
Then Cryderman went out to the 
barn and w*rote a note telling those 
interested that he intended killing the 
women and committing suicide. 
He 
put this note where it could be seen 
by anyone in the barn.

There was no substantial variation 
in the yield or average composition of 
the milk.

110.72 pounds and 20.54 pounds respec­ 
tively. In a similar experiment to the 
above, molasses, beet pulp and corn 
meal were compared. 
The amounts of digestible nutrients 
in each ration werer approximately the 
same. 
The herd gains were similar. 
There was no wide variation in milk 
yields and only a slight advantage in 
tho production of milk-fat with the 
corn meal ration. 
It required for the corn meal ra­ 
tion 1C4.4 pounds of milk, and 18.72 
pounds to produce one pound of fat; 
for the molasses beet pulp ration 
108.1 and 19.87 pounds, respectively.
